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House Passes 
Bill To Raise 
Minimum Wage 

House Speaker Greg Stumbo’s 
effort to increase Kentucky’s 
minimum wage for the first time in 
nearly six years cleared a major 
hurdle this afternoon when the 
Kentucky House of Representatives 
approved his House Bill 2 by a vote 
of 56-43. 

“Since I first sponsored this 
legislation last year, I have become 
even more convinced that we need to 
take this step,” said Speaker Stumbo, 
D-Prestonsburg. “I want to thank my 
House colleagues who voted for this 
measure and hope that this is the 
year it becomes law. It would do so 
much for hundreds of thousands of 
families who have waited too long 
for a raise.” 

Under HB 2, the state’s minimum 
wage would rise in three steps, each 
less than a dollar a year, from the 
current $7.25 an hour to $10.10 an 
hour by July 2017. 

Speaker Stumbo noted that his 
legislation is similar to the last 
minimum wage increase the General 
Assembly passed, which was in 
2007. “It received a lot of bipartisan 
support then, so I cannot understand 
why it’s not getting the same 
reception today.” 

Information compiled by the 
Legislative Research Commission, 
the General Assembly’s 
administrative arm, found that about 
391,000 Kentuckians earn less than 
$10.10. About 60,000 of those earn 
the minimum wage or less. 

According to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, 70 percent of those 
making minimum wage are women, 
and more than half are 22 or older. 
“Those who believe that most of the 
people making minimum wage are 
teenagers are wrong,” Speaker 
Stumbo said. “The fact is, a lot of

County Pursues Right-To-Work Law

The Adair County Fiscal 
Court met for its February 
meeting Tuesday night and 
took preliminary steps toward 
instituting a local right-to- 
work law, after hearing argu¬ 
ments for and against from 
lobbyists in the audience. 
Right-to-work forbids 

employer-union agreements 
that require employees to join 
a union, providing a choice of 
whether or not to join. 

Robert Akin, president of 
the Central Kentucky 
Building and Construction 
Trades Council, spoke first. 
Akin said that federal law, not 
local, dictates how unions 
operate, and that local right- 
to-work ordinances were ille¬ 
gal under both state and fed¬ 
eral statute. He said that 
pending litigation has dis¬ 
couraged several municipali¬ 
ties from acting on the matter 


until a definitive ruling is 
made—taking a wait-and-see 
approach—and urged Adair 
County to take the same pre¬ 
cautions. 


“We just ask that you give 
great consideration to these 
matters before you take action 
on it,” Akin said to Judge- 
Executive Mike Stephens and 


the magistrates. 

The next man to speak was 
Jim Waters, president of the 
Bluegrass Institute, a capital¬ 
ist think tank, who presented 
the opposing argument. 
Waters submitted a multitude 
of statistics that bolstered the 
appeal of right-to-work, and 
claimed that right-to-work has 
paid major dividends when 
instituted at the state level. 

“We’re very excited about 
the possibilities that right-to- 
work ordinances present for 
counties,” Waters said. To 
help ease the legal tension 
currently surrounding the 
matter, he presented signed 
opinions from two former 
state Supreme Court justices 
that said Warren County could 
legally institute their right-to- 
work law. He also noted that 
the prospect was nonpartisan.

Date Set In Arnold’s Suit

Judge Judy Vance announced in a hearing in Adair Circuit 
Court Tuesday morning that the trial date for Dr. Ben Arnold’s 
suit seeking another election in the Columbia mayoral race will 
be Thursday, Feb. 26. 

“I am bound to deal with this expeditiously,” Vance said from 
the bench, noting the time-sensitive importance of solving the 
matter promptly, so either a new election can be quickly held or 
Mayor Curtis Hardwick can continue his duties without a lawsuit 
hanging over his head. 

“We need a mayor that knows he’s going to be there,” said City 
Attorney Marshall Loy, arguing on behalf of the defendants. 

There was a bit of confusion at one point during the 
proceedings, when Vance announced that Arnold and his 
attorneys must have the absentee and write-in ballots inspected by

Judge Stephens Addresses Chamber

President Obama asked Congress Wednesday to 
authorize military force to fight against Islamic State 
extremists in the Middle East, particularly Syria and— 
you guessed it—Iraq. After spending the better part of 
the last quarter-century fighting in Iraq for various 
reasons, and with the dust barely settled from our last 
prolonged military expedition in the country, it’s 
apparently time to go back. 

Regardless of one’s stance on the matter, and I’m sure 
most if not all readers have a strong opinion, one way or 
another, this looks like a no-win situation, no matter 
what course of action is eventually chosen. Should we 
get involved? What can we accomplish? How will these 
questions be decided? Let’s see: 

First of all, let’s look at the options. Authorizing force 
against a terrorist organization serves to legitimize the 
group. It gives them more publicity, and offers an 
option for America-haters to join. The use of ground 
forces (which Obama apparently doesn’t want, opting 
for more of advanced and special operative tactics) will 
be long, drawn out, and costly. Sadly, this option 
probably gives the U.S. the best chance of crushing 
these extremists, but the inevitable death toll on both 
sides would be incredible. 

Using the type of force that Obama has called for, on 
the other hand, will minimize the loss of American 
lives. That option makes sense in theory, but if we don’t 
have a strong unit of troops on the ground to offer 
protection, the people that really pay the price for our 
efforts will be the peaceful Middle East citizens that 
Islamic extremists will target for retaliation. That 
doesn’t seem fair either. In addition, it will be much 
harder to completely annihilate this violent group of 
crusaders with the limited use of force that the President 
wants. 

What if we opt to do nothing, to stay out of it? It will 
make us look weak, for starters. It also might embolden 
the IS to ramp up their efforts, if they think they can do 
whatever they want without repercussions. 

Then there’s the matter of the endgame. What’s the 
goal? Peace in the Middle East? There’s several 
thousand years of history that says this idea is not 
realistic. Is the goal to end terrorism—to end Islamic 
terrorism? Forgive me, but we’ll end terrorism about as 
easily as we’ll end rudeness or greed. You can’t win a 
war against an abstract concept. Evil will always be 
around. If it’s knocked out in one area or group it’ll pop 
up in another. We’ll never completely stop violence, 
intolerance, or extremism on a global scale. 

Does that mean we shouldn’t try? That’s a tough 
question to answer. There’s something to be said for 
doing the right thing, for standing up for what’s right 
and what our country believes in and was founded on. 
The issue is whether or not acting on what we believe is 
right is worth losing hundreds or possibly thousands of 
American lives in the process. Will the world be that 
much better off that it justifies so many young people 
dying? 

Then there’s the issue of whether or not this fight is 
OUR fight. Is it our place to police the Middle East? No 
other country seems to want to, so why should we? In a 
world of increasing globalization I understand that 
turmoil in one country can have a far-reaching ripple 
effect, but are we the ones that should monitor those 
ripples? I would feel a lot better about this decision if I 
thought other world superpowers would have our back 
on this. 

As you can see, I have more questions at this point 
than answers. I do not envy our national leaders that 
will have to answer these questions and many more in 
the coming days, weeks, and months. My only hope is 
that every avenue is considered with the right principles 
in mind. These issues should not be used as political 
pawns. It’s one thing to play politics with money, as we 
have for centuries and will continue to until the end of 
time, but it’s whole different story when people start 
playing politics with American lives. Let’s hope this 
doesn’t happen.

What a fast-paced week it was in the General Assembly. This was 
my first week of participating in all five of my standing committee 
assignments and being able to listen to testimony and seeing the 
committee process up close. I am happy to report that the Senate is 
keeping true to its commitment of passing through legislation and 
policy measures that are pro-family, pro-education, and pro¬ 
workforce. 

Bills that impact the health and welfare of all Kentuckians were 
heard and voted on this week. One such piece of legislation is 
Senate Bill 10 -a measure that will ensure that hospitals meeting 
the requirements will be designated as stroke centers, and that the 
information is available to emergency services providers. This will 
ultimately allow EMT responders to know the closest stroke center 
to take a patient when the emergency call occurs. This legislation is 
especially critical in the 16th District as patients are transported to 
the nearest hospital. In stroke situations, every second is critical. 
This bill passed unanimously in the Senate chamber. 

I was proud to co-sponsor a pro-life piece of legislation this week 
that also ensures full knowledge and understanding for the patient 
in Senate Bill 7. This bill requires an ultrasound and a physician- 
patient consultation prior to an abortion procedure. This legislation 
makes sure women considering abortion know all of the facts and 
risks of the procedure. I was happy to see the bill pass the Senate 
and now move over to the House. 

Health care is a major problem in our Commonwealth, as we are

The month of February is here once again and Spring is not so 
long off, whether you put any stock in the groundhog 
prognostications or not. Saint Valentine’s story is quite different 
from the way his day is celebrated, but bowing to tradition, here are 
a few notes on marriages from Adair County’s past, culled from the 
pages of the Adair County News, early in the past century. 

Last Thursday Mr. Sam Hale and Miss Ortella Darnell, a popular 
couple of Kimble, Kentucky, drove to Jamestown and, while seated 
in their buggy, in front of the courthouse. Eld. A.H. Baugh, in his 
usual and impressive manner, made them husband and wife... - 
Adair County News, 1 August 1900. 

Mr. John L. Gowen, a prominent young man of LaRue County, 
and Miss Kate Townsend, daughter of Mr. J.C. Townsend, of 
Milltown, Adair County, were married upon the public square in 
this city last Friday forenoon. The couple drove from Milltown to 
Columbia, procured license, and while seated in their buggy the 
ceremony was performed by Judge J.W. Butler...-Adair County 
News, 22 August 1900. 

Last Thursday Mr. Isaac Willin and Miss Hattie Montgomery 
wee married in this city. The ceremony was performed by Rev. 
Jesse L. Murrell at the district parsonage. The couple were seated in 
their buggy when the rites were solemnized.-Adair County News, 
12 December 1900. 

Last Sunday afternoon a party of eighteen ladies and gentlemen 
reached Columbia in buggies from the White Oak section. From the 
public square they drove to the residence of Rev. W.B. Cave, two of 
the party desiring to be married. A knock at the door soon brought 
the minister to the front, and while Mr. Jas. R Conover and Miss 
May Williams were seated in their buggy, the solemn and 
impressive ceremony which unites two hearts was pronounced, 
after which all the crowd started homeward.—Adair County News, 3 
April 1901. 

Mr. Wm. Rigney, of Green River, and Miss Lillian Ingram, of 
Cane Valley, were united in matrimony last Thursday, the Glorious 
Fourth, Judge Butler officiating. The attendants were Mr. G.W. 
Grasham and Miss Sallie Bailey. The marriage vows were taken by 
the contracting parties while seated in their buggy in front of the 
courthouse door and immediately after were received in the parlors 
of the Marcum Hotel. Mr. Rigney is a well-to-do farmer, a 
gentleman and a good citizen. The bride is a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. F.I. Ingram and a popular young lady of her section.—Adair 
County News, 10 July 1901. 

Last Sunday afternoon about 6 o’clock, Mr. Kelley Bell and Miss 
Lillie Hurt drove to the parsonage and, while seated in their buggy, 
were married by Rev. B.M. Currie. The groom is a son of Mr. John 
Bell and the bride is a daughter of Mr. Larue Hurt. For the present, 
the couple will reside at the home of the groom’s parents, this city. 
But few people knew that the contracting parties were 
contemplating marriage. —Adair County News, 29 June 1910. 

Married While Seated in a Buggy-Last Wednesday afternoon, 
about 1 o’clock, Mr. Brent Marcum and Miss Effie Smith, both of 
Wayne County, arrived in Columbia in a buggy. They drove to the 
courthouse door, Mr. Marcum alighting. He entered the county 
clerk’s office, procured marriage licenses, returned to the buggy and 
seated himself by the side of Miss Smith. Judge N.H. Moss was 
notified to appear and say the ceremony which he did in a few well- 
chosen words. The couple immediately left on their return to Wayne 
County.-Adair County News, 10 August 1910. 

On Wednesday, December 7th, Miss Fannie Farris and Mr. 
Arthur O’banion, drove to Cane Valley and were happily married 
while seated in their buggy, by Rev. W.S. Dudgeon. The bride is a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R.H. Farris, this county, and a very 
popular lady. The groom is a son of Mr. Luther O’banion, Green 
County, and is a prosperous young farmer. We wish them a long and 
prosperous life.—Adair County News, 21 December 1910. 

James Garrison and Mattie Pallow were married in their buggy in 
front of the Baptist parsonage, Sunday at 3 pm, D.H. Howerton 
officiating.-Adair County News, 6 September 1911. 

Married on the Lindsey-Wilson Hill—Last Sunday night about 
7:30 o’clock, Mr. Jesse Murrell and Miss Mary Willis, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. June Willis, were married, while seated in their buggy, 
by Rev. J.S. Chandler, in front of said minister’s home, on Lindsey- 
Wilson Hill. Several couples witnessed the rites, which were 
solemn and impressive. The ceremony over, the couple and a few 
friends drove to the residence of the groom’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Alfred Murrell, where an elegant repast awaited them.—Adair 
County News, 2 September 1914. 

Married in Their Buggy—Last Wednesday afternoon, Eld. F.J. 
Barger married, in front of his residence, Mr. G.C. Reece, of near 
Jamestown, and Miss Mary Roy, whose home was beyond White 
Oak, this county. The groom is a son of Mr. Sam Reece, the bride a 
daughter of Mrs. Silas Roy. The couple will reside near Jamestown. 
They were seated in their buggy when the rites were solemnized. - 
Adair County News, 2 December 1914. 

Last Thursday afternoon Mr. Sam Murrell, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
S.H. Murrell, who live near Clear Spring, and Miss Nannie Bailey, 
of the same neighborhood, drove to Columbia and, while seated in 
their buggy, were married by Rev. J.S. Chandler. The groom is a 
popular young farmer and the bride a popular young woman of the 
vicinity, and she will be greatly missed from social gatherings.- 
Adair County News, 30 December 1914.

as an equal number of repub¬ 
lican and democrat magistrates 
from across the state have 
already voted in favor of right- 
to-work statutes. 

District 2 magistrate Daryl 
Flatt said that he’d spoken with 
several of his constituents about 
right-to-work, and noted that the 
vast majority spoke favorably of 
the move. He then made a 
motion to accept first reading of 
the right-to-work statute, which 
was seconded by Sammy Baker 
and unanimously approved by 
the rest of the Court. A final vote 
will be taken after second read¬ 
ing, presumably at next month’s 
March meeting, at which time 
the ordinance will become offi¬ 
cial, if it passes. 

In other business at Tuesday’s 


meeting: 

•Chester Whittington, one of 
an estimated 1,400 Adair County 
veterans, spoke about the pos¬ 
sibility of establishing a VA 
clinic in Columbia. Whittington 
said that most area veterans have 
to travel to Lexington or 
Louisville for healthcare, or 
Somerset at the closest. 

Whittington said that estab¬ 
lishing a clinic would be a serv¬ 
ice not only to the 10,000-plus 
veterans in Adair and surround¬ 
ing counties, but also to the local 
economy. 

“We have the facilities; we 
have the personnel,” 
Whittington said. “It would be a 
win-win situation.” 

No action was taken on the 
matter Tuesday, but Whittington 


said he would begin circulating 
a petition to gain support. 
Stephens pledged to endorse the 
petition after it began circulat¬ 
ing. 

•The Court accepted checks 
from former County Clerk Joyce 
Rogers and Sheriff Harrison 
Moss for excess fees carried 
over from the previous year. 
Rogers returned more than 
$128,000 from the Clerk’s 
Office, and said that another 
$15,000 will be presented after 
the final audit. Moss’ sum 
totaled more than $32,000. 

•The Court approved the Jail 
Report from Joey White. Most 
notably, restricted custody 
inmates provided the community 
with more than $19,000 of free 
labor for the month of January 
(2,390 hours based on $8/hour). 


•The Court approved a rec¬ 
ommendation to hire Bill 
Troutwine as Solid Waste 
Coordinator at a salary of 
$1,000 per month.

bringing new industry to Adair County as his number one priority, 
along with the recovery of Westlake Regional Hospital, and 
explained that Adair County had the necessary pieces to attract new 
business. 

“We have the three key 
ingredients,” he started. “We 
have career readiness, site 
readiness, and unity in the 
community.” 

Stephens elaborated on 
those so-called ingredients, 
referring to Adair County’s 
new vocational programs in 
the schools and praising mem¬ 
bers of the community for 
their ability to work together. 

“We may all have different ideas, but when it comes down to our 
focus, we all come together for the purpose of attracting industry 
and jobs to our community,” he said. 

The Judge answered questions from those in attendance, voicing 
his support for the merger and consolidation of government depart¬ 
ments and services between the County and City in a way that 
would be beneficial to both parties, and sharing his open door pol¬ 
icy that allows anyone to come and speak to him about ideas or 
concerns they may have. 


Also at Tuesday’s meeting, the Chamber heard from Peg 
Schaeffer, founder and president of Sugarfoot Farm Rescue. 
Schaeffer called for a method of providing low-cost spay and neu¬ 
tering for Adair County, and 
cited the eye-popping num¬ 
bers of animals that can result 
from a lack of such pro¬ 
cedures. 

“One dog and her six pup¬ 
pies, over the course of six 
years, can make 67,000 pup¬ 
pies,” she said, noting that 80- 
percent of those would be 
euthanized. “So why spay and 
neuter? Do you know 67,000 

people who want a dog?” 

Schaeffer explained that the problem did not necessarily stem 
from people not wanting to have their pet spayed or neutered, bur 
rather from the cost of the service. Prices for the service typically 
soar above $120, and Schaeffer pointed to an offer she made last 
year in which people could purchase a coupon for a $50 spay or 
neuter for dogs for $25, and a $40 spay or neuter for cats for $20. 

“The line was out the door,” she said bluntly. “It’s not that people 
don’t want to do it. I want us to find a way for low cost spay and 
neutering, because the only way we’ll get these numbers [of home¬ 
less animals] down is to set up a program like that.”

The following column is from 
Kentucky Attorney General Jack 
Conway. 

Heroin is killing Kentuckians. 
These deaths are increasing in 
every corner of the 
Commonwealth — in every 
neighborhood and 

socioeconomic group. In 2013, 
230 Kentuckians died from 
heroin overdoses, and health and 
law enforcement officials expect 
heroin overdose deaths from 
2014 may exceed that number. 
The time is now to confront the 
reality of a growing heroin 
epidemic in our state. 

In January, I joined Governor 
Steve Beshear and First Lady 
Jane Beshear in announcing the 
purchase of heroin overdose 
reversal kits for Kentucky 
hospitals with the highest rates 
of heroin overdose deaths. We’re 
using funds from the $32 million 
my office recovered in 
settlements with two 
pharmaceutical companies to 
buy approximately 2,000 
naloxone rescue kits for the 
University of Louisville 
Hospital, University of 
Kentucky Hospital, and the St. 
Elizabeth Hospital system in 
Northern Kentucky. 

Naloxone, also known as 
Narcan, immediately reverses 
the effects of a heroin overdose 
and has no potential for abuse. 
Through this initiative, overdose 
patients will receive a kit free of 
charge when they leave the 
hospital so they or a loved one 
can possibly save a life. The 
project will allow us to get 
Narcan into the hands and 
homes of the people who need it 
most — heroin users and their 
families. This is a step toward 
saving lives and providing 
second chances for people to 
seek treatment for their 
addictions. 

When I announced that my 
office had recovered $32 million 
in pharmaceutical settlements on 
behalf of the Commonwealth 
last year, the judge on the case 
ruled that the money be used to 
expand drug treatment in 
Kentucky. The Substance Abuse 
Treatment Advisory Committee, 
which I chair, was created to 
administer these funds, and 
today I’m proud to say that the 
money is now in our 
communities and helping save 
lives. 

In fact, a new Recovery 
Kentucky treatment center will 
soon be completed near 
Ashland, Ky., and hundreds of 
Kentuckians will have the 


opportunity to benefit from 
treatment scholarships and drug- 
free housing. The money is also 
helping substance abuse 
treatment centers for pregnant or 
parenting women, such as 
Chrysalis House in Lexington 
and Independence House in 
Corbin. 

Additionally, approximately 
$19 million from the settlement 
fund has been allocated for KY 
Kids Recovery, a grant program 
that is funding comprehensive 
adolescent substance abuse 
treatment programs, both 
expanding treatment beds at 
existing facilities and creating 
new adolescent treatment 
programs. The programs 
recommended for funding are 
located in every region of the 
state and encompass all aspects 
of evidence-based, substance 
abuse services for adolescents, 
including prevention, outpatient 
counseling, intensive outpatient 
and residential services. 

Over the last year, I’ve had 


the wonderful opportunity to 
join First Lady Beshear in 
visiting many of the substance 
abuse treatment facilities that 
are receiving funding through 
this initiative, and I’ve 
witnessed firsthand how these 
organizations are providing new 
opportunities for Kentuckians 
who are working hard to seek 
treatment and get healthy. This 
is a dream I’ve had for more 
than seven years, and I’m so 
thankful it is now a reality. 

Still, the work to curb the 
cycle of addiction plaguing our 
Commonwealth isn’t over. We 
need our lawmakers to act this 
legislative session to pass a 
meaningful bill that will attack 
the spread of heroin use in 
Kentucky. 

We need legislation that 
makes Narcan available to our 
first responders and gives them 
immunity from any civil liability 
in administering the drug to 
reverse a heroin overdose. We 
need a bill that increases 
penalties for dealers and 
continues to expand treatment 
for addicts. 

We must invest in treatment 
because there aren’t enough jail 
cells and there aren’t courtrooms

families are relying on at least one family member earning a 
minimum wage, and many of them are single-parent families. 
Those working full time on this salary only earn about $15,000 a 
year.” 

House Bill 2 would bring that figure up to $19,533, roughly the 
same earning power the minimum wage had in the late 1960s when 
adjusted for inflation. 

Speaker Stumbo noted that 29 states have increased their 
minimum wage above the federal minimum. That includes four 
whose voters approved an increase last November: Alaska, 
Arkansas, Nebraska and South Dakota. 

Last fall, meanwhile, the state’s Bluegrass Poll showed that 55 
percent of Kentuckians favored the Speaker’s proposal, versus 37 
percent who were opposed. The rest were undecided. 

In addition to raising the minimum wage, Speaker Stumbo’s bill 
also provides help to some of the state’s smallest businesses 
currently exempt from the state’s minimum wage law. The current 
limit of $95,000 in gross sales, which hasn’t changed since 1976, 
would rise to $500,000 and would apply to retail stores, service 
industries, hotels and restaurants. 

House Bill 2 has a gender-equity provision as well, to prohibit 
discrimination based on sex, race or national origin. This would 
apply in those industries dominated by a particular sex, race or 
national origin, and would allow for wage differentials based on 
merit, seniority and productivity.

Feb. 18 so the machines can be serviced in time for use in the May 
Primary Election. Apparently, Arnold was unaware that they were 
allowed to inspect the ballots. 

“We never knew we had a right to look at the ballots,” Arnold 
said following the hearing. “I would have done that weeks ago.” 

County Clerk Lisa Greer was glad to learn of the newly 
established timeline. 

“It’s a big relief to me,” Greer said. “I’ve been stressed—having 
to worry about these machines for my first election [as clerk]. Now 
we know—Ben’s lawyers will be [inspecting] this Friday and then 
we can get them ready for the May Primary.” 

Ballot inspection aside, the big news Tuesday was the 
announcement of the trial date, which will determine if the 
November election stands or if a new one will be held. 

“The crux of [the argument] is: Is it a valid election?” Arnold’s 
attorney Jonathan Spalding said Tuesday. 

Arnold said that he’s confident a new election will be granted. 

“I believe that the facts and evidence are there to warrant another 
election, but I don’t know the law like a judge would, so we’ll see,” 
Arnold said. “Today, we got what we wanted. I think [Judge Vance] 
realizes there’s things that were really messed up and they should 
be aired [in court].” 

Hardwick said Tuesday that he hopes the matter is soon put to 
rest. 

“Hopefully, the 26th, it’ll come to an end,” he said. “It’s keeping 
me from doing some things that I’d like to do. I’m not going to start 
any programs if I don’t know that I’ll be here, just to see them fall 
through the cracks.” 

The proceedings later this month will be conducted as a bench 
trial, so no jury will participate. Vance alone will decide the 
outcome.

all aware, and that is why I was 
happy to see Senate Bill 6 pass 
this week. Frivolous lawsuits are 
costly and burdensome to health 
care providers and drive up our 
health care costs. As a co¬ 
sponsor of Senate Bill 6, this bill 
will implement medical review 
panels that independently review 
negligence and malpractice suits 
before they move to the court 
system. This measure will help 
protect medical practitioners 
from costly lawsuits and 
negative impacts to their 
practice. If we want to retain and 
attract better doctors, we need 
medical review panels in 
Kentucky. 

Lastly, we passed Senate Bill

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Adair Tops Eagles, Clinch District Seeds

Adair County wrapped up regular season 20th District 
competition Friday night with a girl-boy doubleheader at John Burr 
Memorial Gymnasium against Campbellsville. The Lady Indians 
overcame poor shooting and a lackluster start to cruise to victory, 
while the Indians maintained a steady advantage throughout to 
complete the sweep. 

Lady Indians 59 Campbellsville 35 

In the opener, the Lady Indians looked to finish the regular 
season a perfect 6-0 in the district and earn win number 20 on the 
year. Both teams were abysmal from the field, but despite the poor 
shooting, Adair pulled away just before halftime and finished with 
the 59-35 lead. 

“We started off slow but played well late in the first half and in 
the second half,” Coach James Turner said of the Lady Indians’ 
effort. “It’s great to finish district play 6-0 and be the number one 
seed [in the district tournament].” 

The visitors would grab the lead with two free throws less than a 
minute into the game. Adair, on the other hand, missed four scoring 
opportunities after breaking the Campbellsville press. With 5:38

remaining in the first, the Lady Indians managed their first bucket 
as Harlee Smock gathered an offensive rebound, saved it inbounds 
to Alex Keltner, and then received the pass back from Keltner for a 
long two from the corner. 

Adair beat the press again, finding junior Brooklyn Coomer for a 
layup without the ball being dribbled. Beth Owens answered a Lady 
Eagle response with a drive and score, then Keltner sank a pair of 
free throws and Adair held an 8-4 lead with 3:41. Two free throws 
each from Smock and Keltner kept the pace as Campbellsville sank 
a three to cut the lead to just one, and at the end of the first, Adair 
led 12-9. 

Campbellsville would knot things at 15 with a spinning layup in 
transition with 5:27 left in the half before a Smock putback gave 
Adair its first field goal in more than a full quarter of game time 
with 4:09 to play. 

The squads traded baskets on the following possessions before 
Owens blasted a triple, Coomer leaked out for a transition layup and 
Keltner went coast-to-coast earning two more made free throws for 
a 27-19 lead. A three from MaKayla Matthews would push the lead 
to 11, and the halftime margin would stay the same, as the Tribe 
went into the locker room ahead 33-22. 

Katherine Curry scored quickly to open the third for Adair, then 


Coomer hit two more from the line after a Keltner steal, and the 
lead quickly jumped to 15. Campbellsville finally found points 
from the stripe with 5:17 on the clock, but threes by Owens and 
Hannah Absher answered the effort from the Lady Eagles and Adair 
led 43-29 after three. 

The margin would extend in the final period. An Owens drive 
was followed by two Curry free throws and then a steal from the 
sophomore forward, who dropped a beautiful bounce pass to 
Keltner for the layup and a foul. Keltner converted the old 
fashioned three-point play and the lead stretched to 21 with 5:33 
remaining. Campbellsville managed just five points in the fourth 
quarter, and despite shooting just 30-percent from the field, Adair 
cruised to the 59-34 win to complete the undefeated district regular 
season. 

Beth Owens led Adair with 17 points, while Alex Keltner scored 
13 and Harlee Smock added 12 points and a team-high 9 rebounds. 
Brooklyn Coomer chipped in 8 points, Katherine Curry had 4, and 
both Hannah Absher and MaKayla Matthews tallied three apiece in 
the win. 

Indians 59 Campbellsville 48 

The Indians looked to not only complete the home court sweep, 
but also to clinch the 3-seed in the 20th District tournament, 
avoiding a first round matchup with powerhouse Taylor County. 
After grabbing an early lead, the Tribe controlled the contest with 
defense and a 27-point outing from freshman Corey Melton, besting 
the Eagles 59-48. 

“Overall, this was probably our most complete game of the 
season,” Coach Mark Fudge began. “I thought Corey Melton set the 
tone early in the contest and then he was very solid down the stretch 
when we needed to reassert ourselves late.” 

Adair won the tip and Corey Melton nailed a quick three after 
Campbellsville sank back into a 2-3 zone. Jacob Pooler would score 
on a strong putback and then Melton would add another point from 
the line to give Adair a 6-0 lead with 5:20 remaining before 
Campbellsville finally found the scoreboard on a tough pull-up 
jumper. 

The Eagles would add another score after driving from the wing, 
but Melton found his older brother Chance for a bucket in the paint,

Within the framework of Coach 
Mike Krzyzewski’s 1,000th win 
and the somber reflections on the 
life and legacy of Coach Dean 
Smith after his tragic passing late 
Saturday night, next week’s Duke- 
North Carolina matchup figures to 
soon begin dominating the college 
basketball discussion. The February 
18 battle between the longstanding 
ACC rivals is the first meeting 
between the two this season, and 
with both perched within the top 15 
of nearly every poll, hoops fans can 
expect another year of three hour 
pregame coverage and at least 7,000 promos full of footage where 
Tyler Hansbrough shouts at the sky. 

According to ESPN, Duke-UNC is not only the best rivalry in all 
of sports, but it’s also what World War II would have been like if 
there had been no bad guys and everyone just flopped instead of 
shooting each other. While it may have been true as recently as five 
or six years ago that this was the best rivalry in college basketball, 
that is no longer the case. 

In fact, college basketball’s greatest rivalry has already been 
played once this year, and may well be destined for another meet¬ 
ing later in the season when things matter the most. Kentucky - 
Louisville has supplanted Duke-Carolina as the sport’s biggest 
rivalry. Since Carolina’s title in 2009 and Duke’s in 2010, neither 
squad has advanced to the Final Four. 

In that same span, one of either Kentucky or Louisville, or in the 
case of 2012, both, have been one of the last four teams standing. 
The last three NCAA Championship games have featured one of 
the two schools, and the 11 combined titles between the programs 
best the Duke-Carolina combination by two. 

This year, the rivalry is superior yet again. As Kentucky and 
Duke entered the season as mega-talented, unbeatable juggernauts, 
Louisville and Carolina were expected to join the next tier of teams 
with the ability to contend for a title. Kentucky has, thus far, lived 
up to the preseason billing, and while Duke still appears to be one 
of the favorites to also make a run, they continue to step closer and 
closer to that next tier of teams than as a true rival for the Cats atop 
the power rankings. 

None of this is to say that the Cats or Cards are devoid of the 
spotlight. We’ve all heard Calipari’s repeated talking points or seen 
Pitino’s horrible white suit and ghastly attempt at a beard more than 
we care to, even as diehard fans of either program. The undefeated 
hype around Kentucky is constant, and Montrezl Harrell is the only 
player in the history of basketball to have his official dunk stats 
kept and reported each game. The state’s two premiere programs 
receive plenty of attention, it just doesn’t seem to be in a way that 
respects the significance of the rivalry. 

Ask yourself this: if Duke and Carolina had met in the tour¬ 
nament two of the last three seasons, and onehad appeared in three 
of the last four title games, how many shots of player’s parents in 
the crowd would we see? 15,000? 20,000? Would there be a camera 
dedicated to showing their faces across the ESPN family of net¬ 
works? 

I understand that part of it is due to conference affiliation. Duke 
and Carolina play twice a year in the ACC regular season and often 
meet again in the conference tournament with NCAA seeding 
implications. But doesn’t such an abundance of matchups cheapen 
the drama? Does it matter who wins on February 18 when you’ll 
play again in two weeks? 

Maybe it’s time to entertain the idea of moving the UK/UL game 
from the end of December to sometime in February. The SEC/ 
Big 12 Challenge has already been moved into January for next sea¬ 
son, so the possibility of one open calendar date once conference 
play has already started wouldn’t be uncharted territory. It might 
also allow fans to see a more advanced version of both teams do 
battle. 

The rivalry that I most liken UK/UL to, Alabama/Auburn, has the 
right idea. The Iron Bowl is typically the last regular season 
matchup for both squads, and although a single loss in basketball 
doesn’t deliver a blow to national title hopes the way it does in 
football, the intensity of allowing both seasons to build fully before 
playing creates a completely unavoidable surge of importance. 

There is no real tradition tied to the late-December matchup, and 
although it is interesting to have so much time between battles in 
the rare instances where the teams meet again in the tournament, 
that isn’t a factor to expect or consider each year. The Road to a 
National Championship has proven to run through the Bluegrass 
State, so maybe it’s time to put our stretch of highway a little closer 
to the finish line. 



Lady Indians Endure Against Pulaski

The Lady Indians were at home Tuesday night to play host to the 
Lady Maroons of Pulaski County. With a 10-13 record entering the 
contest, but with seven of those losses coming by seven points or 



fewer, the visitors had proven to be a tough opponent even in 
defeat. This one would be no different, and although Pulaski 
refused to quit, the Lady Indians scratched out a victory, 67-60. 

“This was a good win over a very good offensive team to move 
us to 22-5 on the season,” Coach James Turner said of the win. 
“Pulaski County hit 10 threes in the game.” 

Adair would grab the first bucket of the game on a steal and 
coast-to-coast finish from junior guard Beth Owens, but the Pulaski 
three-point barrage strategy was evident from the start, as the 
visitors sank a three to grab a quick 3-2 lead. The visitors would 
score again before the first of several transition scores from Lady 
Indian point guard Alex Keltner and then back-to-back beautiful 
passes resulting in layups for Brooklyn Coomer for an 8-5 Adair 
advantage with 3:08 in the quarter. 

A flurry from Keltner gave Adair three more layups in under a 
minute, and another basket from the junior sandwiched a pair of 
Pulaski threes to keep Adair ahead 16-11 after one quarter. 

Both teams traded makes from beyond the arc to open the 
second, with MaKayla Matthews finding the scoring column for 
Adair. A nice pass for a layup along the baseline and then an 
unconverted and-one finish trimmed the lead to just one, 19-18, as 
the Lady Indians went cold from the field. Adair would find seven 
of their next nine points from the foul line, including two from 
Owens with just seconds remaining for the 28-23 halftime lead. 

Despite an early Pulaski triple, the Adair lead would grow to 10 
on five baskets from all five Lady Indian starters to begin the third 
quarter. Two Pulaski free throws stopped the run, but moments 
later, a strong post score from Keltner and feathery midrange 
jumper from Matthews pushed the lead to 15 and forced a Pulaski 
timeout with 3:10 remaining. 

Two quick threes out of the timeout trimmed the lead back to 
nine, but a long two from Keltner, then steal from Coomer and 
Keltner layup countered yet another Lady Maroon triple. Owens 
scored with just seven seconds on the clock, and after three, the 
Lady Indians were in command 53-39. 

Pulaski refused to quit. Five quick points in transition brought 
the margin back into single digits, but a score from the block and 
then a free throw gave Harlee Smock three quick points to answer.

The Indians traveled to Central Hardin Tuesday night, 
looking to avenge a neutral court loss to the Bruins back in 
December. Adair’s 14-10host, however, took command from 
the opening tip, and despite a strong fourth quarter surge from 
the Tribe, held off the Indians for the 57-46 win. 

“We have to come out and do a better job of matching our 
opponent’s intensity at the start of the game,” Coach Mark 
Fudge said following the contest. “Early on, we played as 
though we were wading in mud.”

Lindsey Wilson Football Announces 2015 
Recruiting Class On National Signing Day 


Forty-nine student-athletes have signed an NAIA scholarship to 
play football at Lindsey Wilson College, Blue Raider head coach 
Chris Oliver announced last week. Dylan Conn, a senior at Adair 
County High School, was among those who will join the LWC 
roster next season. 

“This is the deepest class we’ve ever secured by National 
Signing Day,” Oliver said. “This group as a whole possesses a lot 
of talent, and we will certainly see some of these guys come in and 
push for spots in the fall. When you can stack good recruiting 
classes one after another, then the depth on your roster can really 
develop. 

“I believe that [this] signing class will help us with that process 
as we head into the sixth season of Blue Raider football.” 

The 49 student-athletes come from seven states — Kentucky (21), 
Alabama (10), Tennessee (9), Indiana (3), Ohio (3), Georgia (2) and 
Florida (1). 

They join a program coming off its most successful season in 
2014. 

The Blue Raiders earned the program’s first NAIA 
Championship Series berth, reaching the national quarterfinals. 
Lindsey Wilson concluded 2014 with a 10-3 overall record, 
including winning the Mid-South Conference East Division with a 
6-0 mark, and a No. 7 national ranking in the final NAIA Coaches’ 
Top 25 Poll. 

Oliver said that winning the program’s first conference 
championship in 2014 paid dividends on the recruiting trail. 

“Winning our first ever conference championship opened up a lot 
of doors and allowed us to be in the mix for a wider crop of talented 
players,” Oliver said. “I commend our assistant coaches for their 
efforts in identifying and securing young men who fit into our 
program.” 

Oliver believes this recruiting class will only enhance a defense 
that led the nation in takeaways (45) and set a program-record for 


sacks (33.5) in 2014. 

“Defensively we believe that this class is pretty well balanced,” 
Oliver said. “The defensive line group will help us add depth to a 
position where we lost three senior starters who played a big part in 
our success last season. We added a nice group of athletic 
linebackers who fit our mold, and the defensive back class is as 
talented a group as any we’ve ever signed.” 

Oliver is equally excited about what the offensive recruits can 
bring to one of the most potent offenses in the NAIA over the last 
five seasons. 

“On offense we signed an offensive line group that is pretty 
athletic and versatile,” Oliver said. “I look forward to the 
competition in that group as we bring them into the mix. The skill 
position groups have multiple guys with home run potential who we 
believe can help our offense continue to be explosive as they 
develop. This includes a couple versatile tight ends that we’re really 
excited about, and that is a position that’s at a premium in the 
recruiting process these days. We also believe that we’ve added 
some young men who will add depth and immediate competition at 
our special teams positions.” 

While Oliver is excited about the recruiting class’ potential on 
the field, he is equally happy with their ability in the classroom.
